The  University  of  Denver 

The  University  of  Denver,  located  in  the  very  heart  of  the  Middle  West, 
and  at  the  gate  of  the  great  Rocky  Mountain  Region,  was  chartered  as  the 
Colorado  Seminary  on  March  5,  1864,  from  which  it  developed  into  a  Uni- 
versity with  a  group  of  Colleges  in  1880.  This  University  has  taken  front 
rank  with  the  leading  educational  institutions  of  our  country,  and  is  known 
throughout  the  land  as  a  University  which  stands  for  broad  and  progressive 
scholarship. 

The  departments  at  University  Park  are  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts; 
the  Graduate  School;  the  Preparatory  School,  School  of  Pharmacy,  and  the 
Summer  School.  The  Chamberlin  Observatory,  the  finest  astronomical  plant 
in  the  world,  at  the  level  of  one  mile  above  the  sea,  is  a  part  of  the  College 
of  Liberal  Arts  and  Graduate  School.  These  departments  at  University 
Park  are  housed  in  substantial  buildings  and  are  provided  with  the  best 
equipment. 

The  departments  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  housed  in  substantial  buildings 
at  the  corner  of  Arapahoe  and  Fourteenth  Streets,  are  the  College  of  Dental 
Surgery,  the  Law  School,  and  the  School  of  Commerce.  A  Saturday  College 
for  Teachers  is  maintained  in  the  building  of  the  Denver  Normal  School  on 
Glenarm  Street. 

The  Dental  Department — Colorado  College  of  Dental  Surgery — is  now 
housed  in  its  remodeled  and  greatly  enlarged  building.  Six  years  ago  we 
moved  into   the  new  building,   especially  prepared  for  our  needs.     It  was 
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then  thought  that  it  would  be  ample  for  all  our  needs  for  some  time  to  come. 
But  our  growth  has  been  so  great  that  the  Board  of  Directors  was  obliged 
to  secure  additional  ground  adjacent  to  the  old  building  upon  which  was 
built  a  large  addition;  this  doubled  our  former  capacity.  It  gave  us  addi- 
tional room  for  every  department,  besides  several  rooms  for  special  work. 
This  addition  on  two  sides  is  built  nearly  of  solid  glass  except  for  the  steel 
framework.     Thus  we  have  an  abundance  of  light  and  air. 

The  College  is  located  one  block  from  two  of  the  Tramway  car  loops 
through  which  seven-eighths  of  all  the  city  street  cars  pass,  and  near  the 
Loop,  where  all  the  interurban  and  inter-mountain  electric  lines  arrive  and 
leave  the  city,  thus  affording  patients  easy  access  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Infirmary — likewise  enabling  the  student  to  live  anywhere  in  the  city  and 
still  be  within  easy  reach  of  the  College. 

This  building  is  fast  becoming  inadequate  for  our  fast  growing  school, 
so  the  University  has  promised  us  a  handsome  new  building  in  a  very  short 
time. 


Announcement 


The  thirty-fourth  session  of  the  Colorado  College  of  Dental  Surgery 
will  begin  on  Tuesday,  October  5,  1920,  and  continue  for  thirty-two  weeks 
actual  teaching.  The  year  that  has  just  closed  has  been  the  best  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  School.  Large  things  were  predicted  for  the  year,  and  with  the 
additions  to  the  Faculty,  the  enlarged  building  and  increased  equipment, 
we  were  able  to  fulfill  these  predictions,  and  plan  for  still  larger  things  for 
the  coming  year.  Beginning  with  the  session  of  1917-18  the  course  was 
extended  to  four  years  of  thirty-two  weeks  each. 

Owing  to  the  rapid  strides  in  Dentistry,  several  special  lecturers  and 
demonstrators  will  be  added  this  year.  In  the  Infirmary,  after  the  required 
number  of  operations  have  been  performed,  special  work  of  a  more  advanced 
character  will  be  given. 

Students  will  not  be  admitted  after  October  15,  1920,  and  receive  credit 
for  a  full  course  of  study. 


Notice  to  Students 


Denver  as  a  city  has  much  to  offer  to  a  student.  Its  climate  is  very 
choice  the  whole  year  around — is  very  invigorating  and  stimulates  a  person 
to  do  his  best.  We  do  not  have  extremes  in  heat  or  cold  and  every  day 
can  be  called  an  ideal  workday.  It  offers  many  opportunities  that  the  stu- 
dent can  take  advantage  of  to  make  the  financial  burden  of  going  to  College 
easier  without  having  his  work  in  school  suffer  materially. 

Rules  for  Admission,  Advanced  Standing,   Etc. 

The  Colorado  College  of  Dental  Surgery  will  comply  with  all  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  The  Dental  Educational  Council  of  America,  and  The 
National  Association  of  Dental  Faculties,  governing  Class  A,  Dental  Colleges. 
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Admission  of  Students — No  College  of  the  National  Association  of  Den- 
tal Faculties  shall  give  credit  for  a  full  course  to  students  admitted  later 
than  ten  days  after  the  opening  day  of  the  session,  as  published  in  the 
announcement. 

In  case  one  is  prevented  by  sickness,  properly  certified  to  by  a  reputable 
practicing  physician,  from  complying  with  the  foregoing  rule,  the  time  of 
admission  shall  not  be  later  than  twenty  days  from  the  opening  day. 

The  requirements  for  entrance  shall  consist  of  graduation  from  an 
accredited  high  school  or  academy  which  requires  for  graduation  not  less 
than  fifteen  units  of  high  school  work  obtained  in  a  four-year  course  beyond 
the  eighth  grade  of  the  elementary  school.  No  conditions  on  the  foregoing 
entrance  requirement  shall  be  allowed. 

An  accredited  high  school  is  defined  as  one  which  is  accredited  as  a 
four-year  high  school  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Education,  or  by  a 
University  which  is  a  member  of  the  Association  of  American  Universities, 
or  by  the  State  University  of  the  State  in  which  the  high  school  is  located. 

In  the  case  of  an  applicant  who  is  not  a  graduate  from  a  high  school 
or  academy,  as  defined  above,  the  full  equivalent  of  such  education  in  each 
individual  case  must  be  established,  and  attested  to  by  the  highest  public 
educational  officer  of  the  State  in  which  is  located  the  dental  school  which 
the  applicant  seeks  to  enter. 

The  Entrance  Credentials  of  each  student  should  accompany  his  appli- 
cation for  admission.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  continue  with  his 
course  unless  satisfactory  credentials  are  submitted  within  ten  days  of  the 
opening  of  school.  All  entrance  credentials  remain  the  property  of  the 
school. 

Students  in  attendance  in  Colleges  of  this  Association  are  required 
to  obey  the  laws  regulating  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  the  various  States, 
and,  failing  to  do  this,  shall  not  be  again  received  into  any  College  of  this 
Association. 

That  students  in  attendance  in  Colleges  of  this  Association,  to  obtain 
credit  for  a  full  term,  must  be  and  remain  in  attendance  until  the  close  of 
the  session. 

The  year  shall  be  understood  to  commence  August  1st  and  end  the 
following  July  31st. 

The  preliminary  examination  is  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  and  A.  J.  Fynn,  A.M.,  Ph.D.,  Principal  of  the  Valverde 
School,  has  been  appointed  to  pass  upon  certificates  and  make  examinations 
for  this  school. 

ENTRANCE  TO  ADVANCED  STANDING. 

Students  who  present  less  than  thirty  semester  hours  of  credit  from  a 
standard  college  or  university  may  receive  advanced  credit  in  those  subjects 
of  the  first  year  of  the  dental  curriculum  in  which  they  have  completed  fully 
equivalent  college  courses,  but  they  shall  be  required  to  attend  the  dental 
school  for  four  full  school  years. 

Students  who  present  at  least  thirty  semester  hours  of  credit  from  a 
standard  college  or  university,  in  addition  to  fifteen  units  of  secondary 
school  education,   and   present   satisfactory   credits  for   one   school  year  of 
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college  English,  one  school  year  of  college  Chemistry,  and  one  school  year 
of  college  Physics,  or  college  Biology,  or  college  Zoology — provided  the  work 
in  these  subjects  in  each  case  is  equivalent  to  the  corresponding  courses  in 
the  first  year  of  the  dental  curriculum — may  be  given  credit  for  one  semester 
in  time  and  may  be  allowed  to  complete  the  dental  course  in  three  and  one- 
half  years,  provided  further  that  the  dental  school  can  arrange  a  satisfactory 
schedule  so  that  such  students  shall  be  able  to  get  instruction  in  the  regular 
courses  in  those  subjects  for  which  they  do  not  have  credit.  The  arrange- 
ment must  be  such  that  in  every  way  the  training  of  such  students  in  the 
subjects  of  the  first  year  of  the  dental  curriculum  shall  be  fully  equivalent 
to  that  received  by  the  regular  full  four-year  students. 

Such  students  may  be  allowed  to  enter  a  dental  school  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  semester. 

Students  who  present  sixty  or  more  semester  hours  of  credit  from  a 
standard  college  or  university,  in  addition  to  fifteen  units  of  secondary 
school  education,  and  who  present  satisfactory  credits  for  one  school  year 
of  college  English,  two  school  years  of  college  Chemistry,  one  school  year 
of  college  Physics,  and  one  school  year  of  college  Biology  or  Zoology — pro- 
vided that  these  courses  are  fully  equivalent  to  the  corresponding  courses 
of  the  first  year  of  the  dental  curriculum — may  be  allowed  to  complete  the 
dental  course  in  three  years;  provided,  further,  that  the  dental  school  can 
arrange  a  satisfactory  schedule  so  that  such  students  can  get  courses  in  the 
dental  subjects  taught  in  the  first  year  of  the  dental  curriculum.  Such 
courses  may  be  fully  equivalent  to  the  regular  courses  of  the  first  year  and 
must  be  given  systematically  under  competent  instructors.  Such  courses 
must  be  taken  so  as  not  to  diminish  the  efficiency  of  the  regular  work  of  the 
second  year,  and  must  be  completed  before  the  work  of  the  third  year  is 
begun. 

Advanced  subjects  standing  may  be  given  for  credit  in  subjects  taken 
in  standard  medical  schools,  provided  such  courses  are  fully  equivalent  to 
the  corresponding  courses  in  the  same  subjects  in  the  dental  curriculum. 

No  student  applying  for  advanced  standing  from  any  institution  other 
than  a  dental  school  may  be  given  more  than  one  year  of  credit  in  time. 

Advanced  standing  may  not  be  given  for  work  done  in  a  class  C  dental 
school  in  any  subjects  beyond  the  first  year  of  the  dental  curriculum  and 
then  only  after  examinations  in  each  subject,  which  examinations  must  be 
fully  as  comprehensive  as  those  taken  by  the  class  which  the  student  seeks 
to  enter. 

The  standing  of  the  Freshmen,  Sophomore  and  Junior  students  will  be 
determined  after  the  examination,  by  the  following  terms:  Passed,  Condi- 
tioned, or  Failed. 

RULING  REGULATING  THE  PROMOTION  OF  STUDENTS. 
GRADES. 

The  school  has  a.  passing  mark  of  seventy-five  percent. 

A  grade  between  sixty  percent  and  the  passing  mark  shall  be  deemed  a 
condition.  This  may  be  removed  by  an  examination  just  prior  to  the  open- 
ing of  the  next  school  year.     Inability  to  pass  the  first  examination  for  the 
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removal  of  a  condition  shall  cause  the  student  to  he  marked  "failure"  in  the 
subject. 

A  grade  beiow  sixty  percent  shall  he  deemed  a  failure.  A  failure  may 
he  removed  only  hy  the  repetition  of  the  course  in  part  or  entirety;  i.  e.,  by 
additional  work  under  instruction  approved  by  the  Dean  or  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  subject. 

A  student  who  has  conditions  or  failures,  or  both,  in  courses  amounting 
to  more  than  forty  percent  of  the  scheduled  hours  for  the  year,  shall  be 
dropped  from  his  class. 

A  student  may  not  be  promoted  if  he  has  conditions  or  failures,  or  both, 
in  courses  amounting  to  more  than  twenty  percent  of  the  scheduled  hours 
for  the  year. 

A  student  who  fails  to  remove  a  condition  or  failure  within  twelve 
months  from  the  time  it  was  incurred,  shall  be  automatically  dropped  from 
the  school. 

Attendance — All  students  are  expected  to  attend  all  of  their  respective 
lectures,  clinics  and  laboratory  hours.  No  excuses  will  be  accepted.  An 
allowance  of  15  per  cent  will  be  made  in  case  of  sickness  or  unavoidable 
absence. 

Students  failing  to  attend  85  per  cent,  of  their  respective  lectures  and 
clinics  will  not  be  allowed  to  take  examinations  for  advancement  or 
graduation. 

Students  coming  from  other  recognized  Dental  Colleges  will  be  given 
credit  for  the  amount  of  credit  they  have  in  their  original  college. 

This  is  qualified  by  the  fact  that  no  student  will  be  granted  a  degree 
from  this  College  without  having  attended  his  last  year  in  this  College. 

All  applicants  must  satisfy  the  Examiner  that  their  preliminary  educa- 
tion is  up  to  the  requirements  of  this  School  before  they  will  be  admitted 
to  advanced  standing. 

At  the  close  of  each  school  year  the  student  must  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  the  several  subjects  of  study  for  that  year  before  he  will 
be  passed  to  the  succeeding  grade. 

STUDENTS     SEEKING     ADMISSION     WITH     CREDITS     FROM     OTHER 
RECOGNIZED  SCHOOLS. 

Students  finding  it  necessary  to  change  schools  for  their  Senior  year 
should  send  their  credentials  in  as  far  in  advance  as  possible,  as  the  In- 
firmary requirement  is  so  heavy  that  it  is  usually  impossible  for  them  to 
make  up  the  Junior  requirement  in  addition  to  the  Senior  requirement  dur- 
ing the  eight  months  previous  to  graduation.  No  student  will  be  admitted 
from  another  school  until  all  conditions  or  failures  have  been  made  up. 

No  Senior  can  appear  for  final  examination  unless  75  per  cent,  of  all 
the  Infirmary  requirement  is   completed. 

PRIZES. 

The  Faculty  prize  of  $20.00  in  gold  was  awarded  to  G.  C.  Grover  for 
having  the  highest  average  in  his  Senior  work. 

A  special  prize  of  a  gold  medal  will  be  given  to  the  student  taking  four 
years  in  this  school,  standing  the  highest  for  Prosthetic  Dentistry.  Donated 
by  Dr.  H.  P.  Choy  of  Honolulu,  H.  I.

REQUIREMENTS   FOR    GRADUATION. 
Session  1920-21. 

The  candidate  for  graduation  from  this  School  must  have  attained  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  be  of  good  moral  character,  and  deportment  while 
at  college  must  be  good. 

He  must  have  devoted  four  regular  school  years  to  the  study  of  den- 
tistry in  some  recognized  dental  college,  the  fourth  year  being  spent  at  this 
College. 

Attendance,  conduct  and  examinations  must  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Faculty. 

Every  candidate  must  give  evidence  of  skill  and  ability  by  presenting 
for  inspection  practical  operations  performed  in  this  College,  and  demon- 
strate ability  to  properly  treat  patients  and  cases. 

A  prompt  and  courteous  manner  toward  the  demonstrators  and  patients 
in  the  Infirmary,  as  well  as  the  attendance  and  the  quality  of  work  in  the 
Infirmary,  will  have  an  important  bearing  on  the  candidate's  eligibility  for 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  from  this  College.

LIST  OF  INSTRUMENTS. 

Each  student,  before  beginning  the  work  of  each  year,  is  positively 
required  to  procure  certain  instruments  with  which  to  do  his  work,  a  list 
of  which  will  be  furnished  him  by  the  Superintendent. 

The  cost  of  these  instruments  for  the  several  years  is  approximately 
as  follows: 

For  the  Freshman  year $100.00 

For  the  Sophomore  year 200.00 

For  the  Junior  year 40.00 

For  the  Senior  year 40.00 

These  instruments  are  all  good  and  practical,  and  just  such  as  the 
student  will  need  in  his  practice  after  he  has  finished  his  school  work. 

FEES  ALL  PAYABLE  IN  ADVANCE.

Students  preferring  to  pay  on  the  semester  plan,  the  tuition  for  the  first 
semester  will  be  $80.00  and  the  second  semester  $85.00  for  old  students,  and 
$100.00  and  $105.00,  respectively,  for  new  students.  No  student  will  be 
admitted  to  classes  until  the  fees  for  the  current  semester  are  paid.  No 
exception  will  be  made  and  students  should  come  prepared.  Tuition  fees 
once  paid  cannot  under  any  circumstances  be  returned.  Tickets  cannot  be 
transferred.  Matriculation  fees  once  paid  cannot  be  returned  or  transferred. 
Students  agree  to  these  conditions  when  paying  fees. 

Each  student  will  be  assessed  at  the  end  of  each  term  a  sufficient 
amount  to  cover  general  breakage,  Chemical,  Histological  and  Pathological 
breakage. 

These  fees  apply  to  all  students  who  have  matriculated  in  this  school. 

The  fees  for  new  students  are  subject  to  change  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  next  annual  meeting  of  The  National  Association  of  Dental 
Faculties. 

Matriculation  by  Mail — Students  may  matriculate  by  mail,  sending 
money  order  or  New  York  or  Denver  draft  to  the  Superintendent. 

Seats  and  lockers  are  selected  by  students  in  order  of  matriculation. 

Lockers  are  provided  for  the  convenience  of  students,  but  the  College 
will  not  be  responsible  for  any  personal  losses. 

All  statements,  conditions,  requirements,  etc.,  bearing  on  fees,  condi- 
tions for  graduation,  and  time  of  attendance,  apply  to  the  session  of  1920-21.

THE  SUMMER   COURSE. 

This  course  is  optional  and  free  to  all  who  have  matriculated  to  the 
regular  course.  It  offers  much  to  the  student  who  can  avail  himself  of  its 
privileges  and  opportunities. 

He  will  gain  greater  experience  in  clinical  practice  under  competent 
instructors  who  remain  with  the  College  throughout  the  entire  year.  The 
class  being  smaller  than  during  the  regular  sessions  will  enable  the  student 
to  obtain  more  personal  attention  and  supervision.  The  clinical  material 
being  varied  and  abundant,  affords  excellent  opportunities  to  gain  clinical 
practice. 

This  course  enables  the  patients  to  come  to  the  College  the  year 
around  as  they  would  go  to  the  office  of  a  dental  practitioner,  thus  insur- 
ing a  steady  practice  for  the  student. 


THE  COLLEGE. 

It  is  located  near  the  heart  of  the  city,  strictly  modern  in  all  of  its 
appointments,  and  kept  in  the  best  of  condition,  conforming  to  the  latest 
thoughts  in  sanitation. 

The  keynote  of  the  College  is  to  inculcate  into  the  minds  of  the  student- 
body,  the  true  professional  spirit.  Knowing  that  each  man  should  stand  for 
what  is  high  and  noble,  and  render  the  greatest  possible  service  to  human- 
ity, thus  becoming  a  real  professional  man. 

To  accomplish  this,  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  personal  touch  between 
Faculty  and  student.     Each  member  of  the  Faculty  is  personally  acquainted 
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with  the  students  under  him,  creating  a  sympathetic  attitude  between  them 
which  makes  college  life  a  real  pleasure,  and  brings  out  the  very  best  that 
is  in  the  student. 

The  Faculty  is  keeping  abreast  with  the  profession,  by  research  work 
and  original  investigation,  thus  insuring  to  the  student  the  latest  and  best 
that  this  profession  has  to  offer  in  theory  and  practice. 

THE    INFIRMARY. 

The  Infirmary  occupies  the  entire  second  floor;  its  arrangements  and 
accessories  were  planned  and  built  especially  for  the  requirements  of  an 
up-to-date  college.  It  consists  of  the  main  operating  room,  airy  and  well 
lighted;  Dispensing  Office,  Examining  Room,  Senior  Laboratory,  Impression 
Room,  Ladies'  Retiring  Room,  Orthodontia  Laboratory,  Oral  Surgery  Oper- 
ating Room,  Preparation  and  Recovery  Room,  Extracting  and  Anaesthetic 
Room,  A  Complete  X  Ray  Laboratory  and  the  Superintendent's  Office. 

The  Infirmary  is  equipped  with  Columbia,  Wilkerson  &  Diamond  Chairs, 
cabinets  for  each  Senior,  Sterlizers  with  trays  for  each  student;  Electric 
Furnaces,  Operating  Brackets.  Each  chair  is  liberally  lighted — in  fact,  in 
the  new  part  of  the  Infirmary  it  is  almost  the  same  as  if  operating  in  the 
open. 

The  cabinets  were  designed  and  manufactured  for  this  School,  and  are 
arranged  for  the  greatest  convenience  to  the  student.  In  one  large  drawer 
at  the  top  are  arranged  the  cutting  and  other  long-handled  instruments  in 
separate  compartments  where  they  are  in  place  and  convenient  for  the 
operator.  The  drawer  will  hold  110  long-handled  instruments.  In  the  sec- 
ond drawer  are  larger  compartments  for  the  larger  instruments  and  appli- 
ances. The  other  drawers  are  arranged  for  the  medicines,  linen,  laboratory 
outfit,  etc.  One  can  not  realize  the  advantage  of  a  permanent  place  for  his 
outfit,  compared  with  the  instrument-case  plan.  Not  only  does  it  save  time 
and  labor  in  caring  for  the  outfit,  but  the  quality  of  work  one  can  do  is 
much  superior. 

Dispensing  Office. 

At  first  thought  one  would  think  that  the  equipment  of  the  office 
would  be  of  little  interest  to  the  student,  but  this  is  not  the  case.  More 
men  have  failed  in  Dentistry  for  lack  of  business  methods  than  from  all 
other  causes  put  together.  It  is  the  object  of  the  School  to  use  the  very 
latest  and  best  methods  and  teach  the  student  the  importance  of  good 
methods.  The  important  office  equipment  consists  of  a  cash  register, 
especially  built  for  the  College  use,  adding  machine,  duplicating  ma- 
chines, and  filing  systems  that  keep  close  touch  on  every  detail  of  the 
students'  work,  patients'  records,  etc. 

Examining    Room. 

Is  equipped  for  the  examining  of  all  patients.  Here  a  record  is 
made  of  all  work  the  patient  should  have  done.  Each  week  a  report  of 
each  student's  standing  is  posted  in  the  examining  room  and  is  used  by 
the  Examiner  in  assigning  patients,  the  student  in  the  greatest  need  of 
work  getting  the  preference. 
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Histological,  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Laboratory. 

Senior   Laboratory. 

Is  equipped  with  electrically-driven  lathes,  automatically  regulated 
vulcanizers,  gas  and  compressed  air  for  soldering,  plaster  benches,  wax- 
ing benches,  casting  machines,  swagging  devices  and  drying  ovens.  The 
laboratory  is  directly  off  of  the  Infirmary,  which  makes  it  very  con- 
venient for  the  students. 

Impression   Room. 

A  special  room  is  devoted  to  this  work  and  is  equipped  with  chairs, 
plaster  benches,  etc. 
Oral  Surgical  Room. 

Unlike  many  schools,  Oral  Surgical  Work  will  be  done  daily  instead 
of  once  a  week,  as  is  usually  the  case.  This  work  is  becoming  so  im- 
portant that  the  student  can  not  get  too  much  training.  The  room  is 
equipped  with  operating  tables,  sterilizers,  instrument  and  supply  cases, 
etc.,  as  good  as  can  be  found  in  our  best  hospitals. 

Preparation  and    Recovery   Room. 

This   is   placed  between  the  Extracting  and   Oral   Surgical  Rooms 
and  is  equipped  for  the  convenience  of  patients  taking  anaesthetics. 
Extracting  and  Anaesthetic  Room. 

Fully  equipped  with  nitrous  oxide  and  oxygen  and  somnoform 
apparatus,  special  lighting,  sterilizers,  instrument  cases,  and  such  instru- 
ments as  are  needed  for  all  extracting  operations.  It  is  always  under 
the  care  of  the  head  nurse,  and  operations  of  this  class  are  supervised 
by  the  Demonstrator  in  charge.

Technic   Laboratories. 

Bench  and  lockers  for  each  student,  electrically-driven  lathes,  gas 
and    compressed   air,    casting   machines,    vulcanizers,   soldering,   plaster 
and  sand  benches,  etc. 
Chemical    Laboratory. 

Fully  equipped  for  teaching  general  Chemistry,  Qualitative  and 
Quantitative  Analysis.  Special  equipment  for  our  course  in  Metallurgy 
has  been  installed,  such  as  electric  and  gas  furnaces,  etc.,  which  en- 
ables the  student  to  become  thoroughly  familiar  with  all  the  metals 
used  in  Dentistry. 
Anatomical  Laboratory. 

Besides  the  usual   equipment,   there  is   an  exceptional  lighting  ar- 
rangement and  the  room  is  ventilated  by  fans,  making  a  much  more 
pleasant  room  to  work  in. 
Histological,    Pathological    and    Bacteriological    Laboratories. 

Microscopes    for    every    student,    Microtomes,    Incubators,    Freezing 
devices,  Embedding  devices,  etc.,  and  a  complete  library  of  slides,  both 
Histological  and  Pathological. 
Library. 

A  large  collection  of  reference  books,  bound  magazines,  etc.,  for  the 
use  of  students. 

Although  we  are  proud  of  our  equipment,  we  are  constantly  adding 
new,  and  endeavoring  to  excel  in  this  line. 

Donations  of  books  for  the  Library,  teeth,  casts  and  models  of  in- 
teresting cases  for  the  museum  are  earnestly  requested  from  the  pro- 
fession, and  will  be  properly  labeled,  catalogued  and  credited. 
Lecture  Halls. 

The  three  lecture  rooms  are  commodious  and  well  adapted  for  this 
purpose  and  are  equipped  with  Bausch  and  Lomb  Convertible  Balopticon 
Lantern.  Thus  enabling  us  to  reach  the  student's  mind  by  way  of  the 
eye  as  well  as  the  ear. 

PRACTICE    IN    THE    INFIRMARY. 

No  amount  of  scientific  knowledge  can  compensate  for  lack  of  skill  in 
practice;  therefore,  the  Infirmary  was  established  by  the  College  in  1887, 
to  afford  students  the  best  possible  means  of  acquiring  skill  in  operative 
dentistry  and  oral  prosthetics,  viz:    by  actual  practice  upon  patients. 

We  have  a  sufficient  number  of  patients  in  the  regular  daily  clinic  to 
afford  ample  opportunity  to  all  Juniors  and  Seniors  to  acquire  practice  in 
operative  and  prosthetic  dentistry,  including  orthodontia,  thus  affording  the 
ambitious  student  a  good  chance  to  perfect  himself  in  all  branches  of  prac- 
tical dentistry.  Many  clinics  are  given  by  the  Faculty  and  prominent  mem- 
bers  of  the  profession  during  the  term. 

Here  the  student  is  taught  the  foundations  of  practice  building.  An 
examination  blank  in  duplicate  is  made  of  all  the  work  planned — these  are 
filed  for  future  reference. 
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HOSPITAL  PRIVILEGES. 

The  Faculty  has  made  arrangements  with  the  officers  of  the  County  and 
other  hospitals  in  the  city  whereby  students  in  the  Senior  year  may  witness 
many  surgical  operations  of  the  mouth,  face  and  head  during  the  school  year.

BIOLOGY. 

Professor  Zimmerman. 

This  course  will  start  at  the  beginning  of  cell  life,  and  gradually  lead 
up  to  vegetable  and  animal  life  in  general.  Then  a  special  consideration 
of  the  subject  in  Anatomy  and  Histology.  The  course  of  lectures  will  be 
supplemented  by  practical  demonstrations  and  laboratory  work. 

PHYSICS. 

Professor  Mahin. 

The  course  in  Physics  consists  of  two  lectures  and  two  laboratory  peri- 
ods per  week.  The  subjects  of  Mechanics,  Sound,  Light,  Heat,  Electricity 
and  Magnetism  will  first  be  considered  in  a  general  way,  then  as  applied 
to  Dental  problems. 

PROSTHETIC  TECHNICS. 

Professor  Jackson,  Dr.  Hayes. 

In  this  department,  the  Freshman  and  Juniors  have  separate  laboratories 
fully  equipped,  with  the  constant  supervision  of  the  professor  and  his  instruc- 
tors. The  work  embraces  everything  that  is  needed  to  make  the  student 
proficient  in  the  construction  of  prosthetic  pieces  of  all  kinds.  Especial 
attention  is  given  to  the  latest  methods  in  Anatomical  Articulation.  The 
value  of  a  thorough  practical  primary  training  and  its  application  can  not  be 
over  estimated. 

CROWN    AND    BRIDGE    TECHNIC. 

Professor  Jackson,  Dr.  Hayes. 

The  complete  course  in  this  work  consists  in  the  preparation  of  roots, 
fitting  of  bands,  carving  of  the  occlusial  surfaces,  making  swagged  and  cast 
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occlusial  surfaces,  etc. — in  fact,  every  practical  form  of  Crown  and  Bridge 

work  are  made  over  manikins   during  the  Junior  year.     The  Professor  of 

Prothesis  carrying  the  subject  on  through  the  Senior  year  by  lectures  and 

clinical  practice. 

TECHNICAL   DRAWING. 
Dr.  Zimmerman. 

A  laboratory  course  of  four  hours  per  week  for  twelve  weeks.     After  a 

review   of  elementary   drawing  the   course   will   consist   of  the   drawing  of 

various  Dental  instruments,  Anatomical  Sections,  and  each  Individual  Tooth. 

ENGLISH. 

Professor  Montgomery. 

Three  hours  a  week  during  the  entire  first  year  is  devoted  to  higher 
English  and  applied  Dental  Rhetoric. 

CHEMISTRY    AND     METALLURGY. 

Prof.  Hall. 

The  course  is  both  theoretical  and  practical.  The  lectures  are  deliv- 
ered in  connection  with  demonstrations.  The  course  includes  General 
Physics,  Inorganic  and  Organic  Chemistry,  Qualitative  Analysis  and  Chemis- 
try of  Ansesthetics. 

A  great  deal  of  time  is  spent  in  the  Laboratory  where  the  general  prin- 
ciples and  ground  work  for  a  correct  knowledge  of  the  agents  he  will  use  in 
his  life  work  is  obtained. 

After  a  general  consideration  of  the  metals,  their  ores,  process  of  ex- 
traction, refining  and  making  alloys  for  plates,  solders  and  amalgams  used 
in  Dentistry,  the  student  is  required  to  reduce  and  refine  metals  and  pre- 
pare alloys  for  amalgam  and  cements  for  Dental  purposes,  also  a  study  of 
the  individual  metals  and  their  uses  is  given. 

DENTAL   ANATOMY. 
Dr.  Hayes. 

This  course  is  covered  in  thirty-two  lectures  and  sixty-four  hours  labora- 
tory work,  consisting  of  a  thorough  study  of  the  human  tooth,  its  surround- 
ing and  associate  parts,  including  the  bones  and  muscles  and  their  associate 
functions  and  nomenclature. 

The  general  subject  of  dentition,  calcification,  resorption,  canal  forma- 
tion and  position  is  carefully  studied. 

The  student  is  required  to  make  drawings  of  all  the  surfaces  of  the 
teeth  and  prepare  sixty-eight  carefully  ground  sections  of  the  natural  tooth 
with  a  view  of  showing  the  pulp  chamber  and  canals  in  all  their  varied 
forms  and  positions. 

Since  a  large  number  of  teeth  are  required  for  this  work,  students  are 
requested  to  bring  with  them  all  that  they  can  obtain. 

HISTOLOGY. 

Professor  J.  F.  Morning,  Dr.  Zimmerman. 

This  subject  receives  the  increased  attention  that  it  deserves  in  the 
light  of  present  advance  made  in  it,  realizing  that  it  is  the  basis  upon  which 
we  build  our  pathology.  If  the  student  is  not  familiar  with  the  normal 
structure,  he  could  hardly  be  expected  to  recognize  pathological  conditions 
or  structures. 
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The  Laboratory  is  equipped  with  microscopes  and  all  the  appliances 
necessary  to  familiarize  the  student  with  microscopical  technic,  as  well  as 
the  characteristics  of  the  various  tissues  and  organs  of  the  body. 

This  course  covers  thirty-two  hours  Lecture  and  sixty-four  hours  Lab- 
oratory work. 

ANATOMY. 

Professor  A.  G.  Staunton,  Dr.  W.  Zimmermann. 

The  course  is  both  theoretical  and  practical.  The  Laboratory  is  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Anatomy,  assisted  by  a  corps  of 
competent  instructors. 

The  sixty-four  hours  second-year  lectures  and  the  sixty-four  hours  third- 
year  lectures  are  fully  illustrated  by  dissections  of  the  cadaver,  models, 
skeleton  drawing  and  lantern  slides. 

The  second  year's  laboratory  work,  ninety-six  hours,  is  done  on  the 
lateral  half  of  the  cadaver,  especial  attention  being  given  to  the  muscles, 
facia,  tendons  and  bone  relations.  The  third-year  class  taking  the  work 
in  more  detail,  including  blood  and  lymph  vessels  and  nerves,  with  especial 
attention  given  to  the  head  and  neck,  devoting  ninety-two  hours  to  the 
work. 

PHYSIOLOGY. 

Professor  G.  C.  Wallace. 

The  teaching  in  this  course  consists  of  lectures,  quizzes  and  practical 
demonstrations. 

It  will  be  the  aim  of  the  teaching  to  keep  continually  in  mind  the  fact 
that  normal  conditions  and  functions  must  be  understood  before  abnormal 
can  be  known. 

In  the  Sophomore  year,  the  subjects  considered  are  phenomena  of  cell 
life,  chemical  composition  of  the  body,  food,  digestion,  absorption,  metabol- 
ism, excretion,  animal  heat,  diet  and  nutrition. 

During  the  Junior  year,  especial  attention  is  paid  to  the  organs  of  spe- 
cial sense.  Blood  and  circulation,  respiration  and  nervous  physiology,  thus 
laying  the  foundations  for  the  best  understanding  of  anaesthetics  and  physi- 
cal diagnosis. 

MATERIA   MEDICA  AND  THERAPEUTICS. 

Professor  H.  W.  McLauthlin. 

The  course  prescribed  in  this  department  includes  the  classification  of 
remedies,  their  history  and  description,  their  properties,  application,  doses 
and  toxicology.    Also  a  drill  is  given  in  prescription  writing. 

Special  stress  is  laid  upon  the  action  of  drugs  more  important  in  Den- 
tistry, giving  their  physiological  effects,  the  routes  and  modes  of  adminis- 
tration. 

The  sixty-four  hours  given  by  the  professor  aim  to  make  this  course  of 
great  practical  value. 

DENTAL   MEDICINE. 

Professor  M.  S.  Fraser. 

This  course  covers  fully  all  the  remedies  that  belong  properly  in  the 
special  field  of  Dental  Medicine,  and  such  general  remedies  that  are  avail- 
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able  for  dental  diseases,  such  as  the  inflammatory  processes  of  the  pulp, 
peridental  membrane,  cysts,  hemorrhages,  and  such  other  diseases  that 
require  prophylactic  measures. 

The   practical    use   of   disinfectants,    antiseptics   and    germicides. 

The  course  is  conducted  by  lectures  and  quizzes,  requiring  thirty-two 
hours  each  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years. 

OPERATIVE  TECHNICS. 

Professor  Starbuck,  Dr.  Kahan. 

This  course  is  designated  for  the  Sophomore  year,  consisting  of  lec- 
tures and  laboratory  work,  where  every  method  and  apparatus  is  used  in 
teaching  the  student  the  first  principles  of  Operative  Dentistry. 

The  Freshmen  are  required  to  carve  and  articulate  thirty-two  teeth 
properly  shaped  and  carved  in  accordance  with  special  measurements. 
These  are  mounted  in  hard  rubber  shells  for  the  Sophomore  work.  Twelve 
more  teeth  are  carved  with  their  roots;  upon  these  crowns  are  made  in  the 
Junior  year. 

The  Sophomores  prepare  cavities  according  to  Black,  several  in  each 
class.  These  are  then  filled  with  all  the  various  filling  materials  now  in 
common  use,  using  all  the  latest  operative  procedure  as  far  as  is  possible, 
the  opening  of  root  canals,  their  filling,  bleaching,  scaling  teeth,  and  the 
placing  of  the  rubber  dam. 

DENTAL    HISTOLOGY,   REGIONAL  AND   COMPARATIVE   ANATOMY. 

Professor  Gray,  Dr.   Zimmerman. 

This  course,  which  begins  in  the  Junior  year,  considers  the  embryonic 
development  of  the  entire  body  commencing  with  the  human  ovum,  giving 
especial  attention  to  the  mandible  and  maxilla,  from  the  dental  standpoint, 
taking  up  the  histological  and  anatomical  structure  of  all  the  organs,  soft 
parts,  bones  and  teeth  that  are  concerned  in  the  practice  of  Dental  Surgery. 
Also  a  detailed  study  of  the  anatomy  of  the  head  and  neck,  sinuses  of  the 
face,  the  nerves,  lymph  and  blood  vessels  supplying  these  parts. 

Juniors  thirty-two  hours,  Seniors  thirty-two  hours. 

OPERATIVE   DENTISTRY. 

Professor  Arthur  C.  Watson,  Dr.  Starbuck,  and  Instructors. 

Instruction  in  this  department  covers  the  entire  field  of  Operative  Den- 
tistry, consisting  of  lectures,  clinics  and  Infirmary  work.  This  work  begins 
in  the  second  semester  of  the  Sophomore  year,  continuing  on  through  the 
Senior  course.  This  work  is  done  in  the  human  mouth,  using  the  most 
advanced  methods,  materials  and  appliances. 

PROSTHETIC    DENTISTRY. 

Professor  J.  S.  Jackson. 

This  course  embraces  all  that  prosthetics  stands  for,  both  theoretical 
and  practical.  Consisting  of  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  both  Junior  and 
Senior  years,  with  practical  work  in  the  Laboratories  and  Infirmary.  Spe- 
cial attention  is  given  to  all  the  latest  methods  advanced  by  science  today. 
The  course  is  exceedingly  practical  and  every  student  when  he  finishes  it

is  a  practical  prosthodontist,  for  nearly  900  hours  are  spent  in  the  Infirmary 
in  its  application. 

GENERAL   PATHOLOGY. 

Professor  J.  F.  Morning. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  General  Pathology  is  necessary  before  the 
more  advanced  subject,  Dental  Pathology,  can  be  properly  understood. 
Hence  our  object  is  twofold,  namely,  to  unfold  to  the  student's  mind  the 
fundamental  principles  of  the  subject,  to  bring  him  to  a  realization  of  the 
importance  of  considering  the  whole  body  when  treating  lesions  in  and 
about  the  oral  cavity,  and  the  influence  that  certain  pathological  processes 
of  the  mouth  and  jaws  exert  upon  the  entire  organism. 

DENTAL    PATHOLOGY. 

Professor  Bamford. 

This  course  comprises  a  thorough  consideration  of  the  diseases  of  the 
Dental  Pulp,  the  nose  and  mouth  and  their  associated  sinuses  and  tissues, 
giving  the  student  a  thorough  understanding  of  tissue  changes  occurring 
under  the  various  diseases  found  in  these  parts. 

Great  stress  is  laid  upon  the  pathological  changes  occurring  in  the 
enamel  and  dentine,  constructive  and  destructive  diseases  of  the  pulp,  and 
the  affections  that  are  so  destructive  to  the  peridental  membrane. 

Microscopes  and  equipment  are  supplied  to  the  student  for  Infirmary 
use,  thus  giving  him  an  opportunity  for  practical  work. 

BACTERIOLOGY. 

Professor  Stahl. 

Bacteriology  begins  with  the  morphology  and  biology  of  the  non-patho- 
genic and  pathogenic  bacteria;  studying  the  more  important  and  distinctive 
forms  both  with  text  and  slide.  Especial  attention  and  study  is  given  to 
those  usually  found  in  the  Oral  cavity. 

The  course  covers  thirty-two  hours  Lecture,  and  128  hours  Laboratory 
work  for  the  Juniors,  and  special  hours  Infirmary  and  Laboratory  work  for 
the  Seniors. 

ORTHODONTIA. 

Professor  Brusse,  Dr.  Gray. 

Articulation,  normal  occlusion,  the  etiology  and  classification  of  maloc- 
clusion, the  physiology  of  tooth  movements,  are  taught  from  the  orthodontist's 
viewpoint.  The  technic  course  consists  of  freehand  soldering,  making  and 
adjusting  appliances.  Every  Senior  is  required  to  conduct  a  case  under 
direct  supervision  of  the  staff. 

The  Juniors  take  thirty-two  hours  Lecture. 

The  Seniors  take  thirty-two  hours  Lecture  and  sixty-four  hours  Labora- 
tory and  Clinical  work. 

RADIOGRAPHY,    ETHICS   AND    ECONOMICS. 

Professor  J.  T.  Williams. 

The  course  of  economics  takes  up  the  business  side  of  Dentistry,  the 
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arrangements  and  appointments  of  an  up-to-date  office,  bookkeeping,  per- 
sonal conduct,  appearance  and  relation  to  the  patient. 

Ethics  takes  up  the  conduct  of  dentist  to  the  public  and  profession,  the 
necessity  of  high  moral,  mental  and  physical  ideals  in  his  professional  and 
private  life. 

Radiography  and  Dental  Electricity  is  so  presented  that  the  student  will 
have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  everything  electrical  for  the  dentist,  and 
enable  him  to  make  correct  diagnosis  with  the  Roentgen  Rays.  An  up-to- 
date  Scheidel- Western  X-Ray  machine  is  in  daily  use  in  the  Infirmary. 

Dr.  Gray.  ANAESTHETICS. 

The  principles  of  Anaesthetics  and  extraction  are  taught  by  sixteen  lec- 
tures and  a  large  number  of  clinical  demonstrations.  The  whole  field  of 
general,  local  and  regional  anaesthesia  is  thoroughly  covered,  including  a 
consideration  of  the  agents  used,  their  dangers,  complications,  and  how  to 
take  care  of  accidental  poisoning.  The  seniors  are  required  to  assist  at  the 
chair  and  administer  anaesthetics  during  their  second  semester. 

PHYSICAL   DIAGNOSIS. 

Professor  J.  M.  Barney. 

This  course  is  covered  in  sixteen  lectures  and  practical  work  in  the 
Extraction  and  Surgical  Department  during  the  entire  senior  year.  Especial 
stress  is  laid  upon  the  study  of  the  thorax  and  its  organs,  circulation,  head 
and  neck,  and  the  eliminating  organs;  so  the  student  will  readily  recognize 
abnormal  and  pathological  condition,  thus  recognizing  the  dangerous  cases 
for  anaesthesia. 

DENTAL   JURISPRUDENCE. 

Dr.  Gray  presents  the  legal  phases  of  Dentistry.  The  rights  and  liabili- 
ties of  the  dental  practitioner. 

Prof.  Bamford.  0RAL  HYGIENE. 

This  course  of  lectures  embraces  a  knowledge  of  the  factors,  conditions 
and  habits  which  contribute  and  produce  disease — a  study  of  sanitation  and 
methods  of  preventing  such  condition  and  promoting  cleanliness  and  health. 

SYPHILIS  AND  THE   MOUTH. 

Professor  A.  J.  Markley  lectures  with  a  view  of  presenting  in  a  prac- 
tical way,  dental  and  oral  deformities  and  trophic  conditions  of  the  teeth, 
its  manifestation  and  diagnosis  and  emergency  care. 

ORAL   SURGERY— RHINOLOGY. 

Professor  T.  E.  Carmody,  Dr.  Gray. 

Instruction  in  this  course  is  given  by  means  of  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics 
and  hospital  work.  It  covers  congenital  malformation  of  the  lips,  palate  and 
tongue.  Causes  and  preparation  for  operation,  methods  and  technic  of  oper- 
ation and  post  operative  treatment.  The  principles  underlying  the  treatment 
of  pathological  conditions  of  the  mouth  and  jaws,  including  fractures,  dis- 
locations, tumors — in  fact,  all  lesions   requiring  surgical  treatment. 

Sixty-four  hours  Lecture  and  sixty-four  hours  Clinic  and  Hospital. 
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A  Group  of  Hygienists. 

COURSE    FOR   TRAINED   DENTAL    HYGIENISTS. 

Realizing  a  growing  demand  for  trained  Dental  Assistants,  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  time  is  near  at  hand  for  laws  to  be  passed  requiring 
certain  qualifications,  The  Cclorado  College  of  Dental  Surgery  has  estab- 
lished a  course  for  Dental  Nurses  or  Hygienists. 

The  course  will  embrace  Operative  and  Prosthetic  Dentistry,  Essentials 
of  Dental  Medicine,  Dental  Nursing,  Emergency  work,  Anaesthesia,  Analge- 
sia, Physical  Diagnosis,  Care  of  Children,  X-Ray  work,  Business  Practice, 
Anatomy,  Orthodontia,  Histology,  Chemistry,  Oral  Surgery,  Prophylaxis, 
Pathology,  Bacteriology,  Physiology,  Oral  Hygiene,  Assisting  at  the  Chair, 
in  the  laboratory,  with  anaesthetics,  and  in  the  Surgical  Operating  Room. 
These  subjects  are  given  especially  for  Dental  Assistants  rather  than  from 
the  operator's  standpoint. 

Examinations  will  be  held  in  each  subject  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and 
certificates  issued  to  those  who  successfully  pass  the  year's  work. 

The  entrance  requirement  calls  for  one  year's  high  school  work  or  its 
equivalent.
